GREWSOME FINOS III HURT HEIRESS 

Four Skeletons and Ancient To a Large Estate Found 
Relics Discovered in ! Among Cree Indians. 



a big Cave. 

Remains in Sitting Posture, witb 
a Child's Bones in Wo- 
man’s Dp. 

Muulordville, Ky,, April 20. — Some 
interesting discoveries have been 
made and carious relics unearthed in 
Linn’s Cave, on what ia known as 
the Sam Taylor farm, near Cnb Run, 
this county. This hi a very Urge 
cave, and has been explored quite a 
distance recently. Several persons 
think they have discovered evidences 
of gold deposits in the cave, ami Mr. 
C. B Hodges claims to have found in 
it nuggets of pure gold. Mr. Hodges 
yesterday took with him a party of 
three men and went Into the cave 
prospecting for gold. They bad with 
them what they term a "Spanish dip 
needle." About one hundred feet 
from the mouth of tbe cave the needle 
"dipped," and they at once began 
digging at the spot where the needle 
pointed. They had not dag far when 
they nnearthed a human skeleton, 
and In quick succession another and 
another until they found four— bones 
of two men, one woman and one little 
child. They had no means of ascer- 
taining how long these skeletons had 
been there, but evidently for s long 
time. Bach had been buried In a sit- 
ting posture, with the hands clasping 
tbe knees, snd the bodies surrounded 
with tnnael shells. The skeletons 
were all perfect, not a bone missing, 
Tbe woman seemed to have been bur- 
ied with her babe In her lap. 

Mr. Hodges says her entire form 
could be easily distinguished, tbe 
flesh seeming to have turned Into a 
grayish sort of dnat, which was easily 
distinguishable from tbe earth which 
enveloped It The roof ol the month 
ot this skeleton was still Intact. 

In addition to the shells, near each 
body were found a number of other 
articles, which are evidently Indian 
relics, snch as bone needtes, end par- 
ticularly a beautiful end srtlstlcsl'y 
carved bone knife, in s perfect state 
of preservation and almost as sharp 
on the edge as s razor. Mr. Hodges 
thinks there are many other bodies 
bnried in this cave, and he is prepar- 
ing to make farther snd extensive ex- 
cavations, A peculiar (set is that the 
woman seems to have been murdered. 
There is s deep cut in tbe back of the 
head, evidently Inflicted by a blow 
with a tomahawk, which punctured 
the aknll and penetrated the brain. 
Mr. Hodges snd his party became so 
Interesting In their find that they 
momentarily lost sight of the gold 
lor which they Were searching, bat 
later fonnd evidences sufficient to jus- 
tify a belief that there is more or lees 
of s gold deposit in this cave.

Her Parents Were Killed When 
She was a Child, and by an 
Accident a Relative Dis- 
covered Her Where- 
abouts. 

Kalispell, Mont., April 20.— An- 
other white girl has been found 
among the Northern Indiaus. She is 
Mathilda Yonnqntst, who ia heiress 
to • large estate in Stockholm, Swed- 
en. Por nearly fifteen years a search 
for the girl has been in progress, and 
that it hss been brought to s success- 
ful termination is the result ol an ac- 
cident. 

When John Anderson, a relative, 
appeared in this part of Montana a 
year ago and made Inquiries fora 
lamily named Younqnist no one could 
aid him. Finally he met an old resi- 
dent, who remembered that many 
years ago Prank Yonnqulst had tried 
to operate a ranee in tbe extreme 
northers part of the State, close to 
what ia now the Blackfoot reserva- 
tion. One day the ranch was raided 
by Cree Indians, wbo killed Mr. and 
Mrs. Younq11l.1t and carried away 
their little baby girl, Mathilda, wbo 
was then 4 years of age. 

Anderton to-day met the girl with 
a band of Cree's. She told him she 
been carried away by the Indians a 
grant many years before, after her 
father and mother had been killed, 
and that since then she had been with 
the Indiana and was the wife of a 
member of the band, wbo waa killed 
in a snow slide a few weeks ago. 
She remembered nothing of her par- 
ents, she said, except that they were 
like Anderson. All abe had left to 
remember them by waa a little gold 
ring which her lather had given her 
one day. There was writing on tbe 
inside of this ring, but as abe could 
not read she did not know what it 
waa. 

Taking the ring the woman handed 
him, Anderson rend the Inscription 
inside, which settled the identity of 
the owner of the ornament. It reads 
"To Mathilda, from Papa and Mam- 
ma Yonnqnist, 1885.’' Anderson and 
the girl will go to Sweden immed- 
iately.

'ABORIGINES TO BE 

1 l FAIR FEATURE 

— 

j All the Well-Known Trites Will 

he Fully Represented. 

— 

Washington, April 18 — St. Louis 
will have a Wild West show in con- 
nection with the government Indian 
exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position. Capt. Tonner, acting com- 
mittsioner of Indian arfhtlrs, received a 
letter from St. Louis to-day stating 
that the exposition officials had ' 
agreed to make an appropriation of 
$50,000 to supplement tbe appropria- 
tion of $40,000 made by the govern- 
ment for an Indian exhibit. This 
j will make $100,000 available for this 
feature of the expoaitlon, and will en- 
able tbe secretary of the interior to 
provide some spectacular features in 
connection with tbe Indian exhibit. 

It was decided some time ago hy 
Mr. Jones, commissioner ot Indian af- 
fairs, after a consultation with Secre- 
tasy Hitchcock, that the exhibit 
would be continued to a showing of 
the progress made In the Indian 
schools, unless the exposition author- ' 
ities made an additional appropria- 
tion for the spectacular features. Mr. | 
S. M. McGowan, representing the in- j 
terior department, who la now in St. I 
Louis, has informed the department i 
ot the action of the exposition offi- 
cials. 

Plana for the exhibit will be under- 
taken aa soon as the agreement be- 
tween the department and the exposi- 
tion officials baa been formally enter- 
ed into. Officials of the Iodian bu- 
reau will undertake to collect repre- 
sentatives of all the Indian tribes 
that bad their borne in tbe Louisiana 
purchase This will include all of 
the well-known tribes, thfi Arapahoes, 
Apaches, Cheyennes, Crows, Utes, 
Pueblos, Flatheads and Sionx. The 
members of tbe five civilized tribes, 
in tbe Indian Territory, were removed 
from the Bast and South after the 
Louisiana purchase, but they will 
probably be represented in the ex- 
hibit. 

There will probably be an arrange- 
ment of games, leata of skill and 
dances peculiar to the different tribes, 
although It can not be yet determined 
just how far the department will be 
willing to go in preparing for this 
form of entertainment. The policy u! 
the Indian bureau is prooonneed 
against enconragement of this class 
of exhibitions, as experience baa 
shown that they have a demoralizing 
effect upon the Indians. 

Officials ot tbe bureau feel, how- 
ever, that thta will be the last oppor- 
tunity for a collection of the real 
blanket Indians, whose numbers are 
growing rapidly lesa each year. 
They are willing to encourage thla 
feature of the exposition, believing it 
will be the last opportunity that will 
be afforded to any considerable num- 
ber ol people to see tbe Indian as he 
existed half a century ago, when the 
Louisiana purchase waa young. 

Details of the exhibit will be de- 
cided upon soon after Indian Com- 
missioner Jones returns from bis wes- 
tern trip in May.

KENTUCKY STANDS ALONE 

The Only Sta^c in tbe Union that 
has uot Provided for Repre- 
sentation at the Fair. 

The action of the Tennessee Legis- 
lature In making an appropriation for 
a display ol its products, resources 
nnd Industries at the World’s Fair in 
St. Lonis next year, leaves Kentucky 
the only State In the entire country 
that has not provided for adequate 
represenaation at the exhibition and 
Kentucky has a better reason for be- 
ing represented there than any other 
State. She has more to show and 
her undeveloped wealth needs to be 
brought to tbe attention of the world. 

For five months the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association has conducted a 
campaign as vigorous for subscrip- 
tions to the $100,000 fund as any 
campaign ever waged: every legiti- 
mate met 'in has been resorted too, to 
bring contributions In; but the peo- ' 
pic ot the State have not awakened to 
the reallration of the fact that the 
tfuie has arrived when the Associa- 
tion should know exactly what 
amount of money it will have to 
afxmd on a bin; advertisement of the 
State at the Exposition. 

The Assc'irtion has laid plans that 
will give Kentucky more same and 
lame at tbe Fair than was ever before 1 
given a Slate; it has selected an at- 
tractive design for a State building 
[ that will cost $30,000 and has secured 
space In tbe main buildings of tbe ex- 
position for exhibits of products, re- 
sources and lndnstrsca that will take 
$70,000 for their collecting, trans- 
porting, installing and maintenance 
during tb% Fair; Its directors and 
committeemen have been giving tbelr 
time and money without hope of re- 
ward and are enlisted to "fight it out 
on this line, If it takes all summer." 1 
The movement these public-spirit- 
ed citizens have lcaugnrated mast 
succeed or Kentucky will not be rep- 
resented at the exposition. Every 
other State will. Can Kentuckians 
permit this? Those who have not 
subscribed to tbe fund should not 
wait a minute longer. While the ex- 
position Is a year off, tbe collecting of 
the exhibits and the beginning of the 
bnilding should not be delayed. It 
takes months and months to prepare 
for the display and the Association 
deserves to know at once whether or 
not It la to have sufficient funds to 
carry the work for war k. 

Death of Edte Davidson. 

At his home four miles rnnlh ol 
Shreve, Ohio county, April r, ifioj, 
Edie Wesley Davidson, son of Edward 
and Amanda Davidson , In the thirty- 
fourth year ot bis age. Edie, as he 
waa called by all, was born at the 
place oi bis death, December 10, 1869. 
He had been In bad health for some 
two or three years, sufierlng from 
that dreaded disease, consumption, 
which was later complicated by heart 
and kidney disease. While he suffer- 
ed a great deal, he never complained 
very greatly of his condition and only 
remarking to his physicians and 
lriends that if something was not 
done he could not long survive. He 
told his mother that while he loved 
life as well a a any one, yet he felt 
that he could never get well and that 
be was willing to die — a great conso- 
lation to her.

star, blazed for a moment on the ho- 
rizon anil waa’lost forever from mortal 
eyes in the light ol God's eternal day; 
Father Ryan, onr own Irish hero and 
poet-priest, /whose mournful melodies 
of despairing love for the cause that 
was furled forever, still melts the 
heart of old grizzly veterans of the 
South to the tenderness ol childhood;

POULTRY POINTERS 



Everything In the poultry honso 
should be dry. 

Ducks will not thrive on sloppy food 
nor on cornmeal alone. 

Boiled potatoes, turnips and other 
vegetables may bo fed to docks to ad- 
vantage. 

A good food for fattening fowls can 
be made by mixing cornmeal with 
mushed potatoes and milk. 

In dry picking poultry the picking 
must bo done while the fowl Is wn me- 
tis soon us possible after tbe fowl Is 
killed. 

The nests should never be fastened to 
the poultry bouse In such a wuy that 
they cannot be readily removed and 
denned. 

Fowls are very fond of row vegeta- 
bles. Beets, carrots, turnips and e«i>o- 
ciully cabbage may be fed to advan- 
tage. Tbe best plan ts to chop them 
flna. 

A dressed fowl may be made to look 
plump by dipping It for ten seconds In 
water that Is Dearly boiling hot and 
then bolding It until chilled In cold 
water.

Llrahnrarr to Swear At. 

Each country has Its favorite checao. 
The Swiss make the Ornyero cheeso. 
knou-n move gt-itoMily tn this country 
s» Hehwdtserkasn. It is imwle ot goats’ 
milk and Ia full of boles caused by the 
gasoB tn fermentation. Tbe che»*se la 
tinttuted, lmt never equaled, hum. The 
tj ploul EngllHh cheene 1 b the Cheddar, 
Qr»t made In the GngltBh town after 
which It Is numed. It Is very like 
Aiuerimn croam cbeesn. Chosln* la an- 
other favorite Engtlfb cheese, while thp 
faahii aiuble clie<>se of the day 1 b Stilton, 
a cheese which defies imitation. Huge 
cheeae, first made In England. I*, nmv 
made the world over. Its dlBtlngnlsb- 
Ing characteristic Is tbe flavoring nnd 
coloring of sago, parsley, spluiich and 
marigold leaves tirulsed and steeped. 

Brie Is a popular French soft cheeso, 
and Cnmemtiert, originating In Nor- 
mandy, Is another. These cheeses am 
cured In cuves where the temperature 
never rises above 12 to 14 degrees. 
They are ready fur marketing In May 
and November. Roquefort, a celebrated 
French cheese, la made from tho min- 
gled milk of gnnta and sheep that 
browse on the thyme clud banka of tho 
Amo, In western France. These cheeses 
um also ripened in caves, but tho tem- 
perature Is kept nt 40 degrees. 

Akin to tho Roquefort cheese Is that 
called Gorgonzola, made In Italy after 
similar proecssua. It Is milder than 
Roquefort and not quits so good, but It 
Is sold much cheaper. Another Italian 
cheese, tbe Parmesan, is very hard, and 
is usually grated. It Is oftenest used 
with mneurord. Another curious Italian 
cheese Is the Cacclocavello, or horse 
cheese, which la delicious, nnd Im- 
proves with ngn. It In cured In the aktns 
used In making sansngts nnd comes In 
ctirloua, Riusagellke shapes. 

Llmburgi r ehi*eso, so beloved by tbe 
Germans, originated In Belgium. It Is 
extraordinarily rich, being allowed to 
ripen to putrcfuctlon; hence Its horrify- 
ing odor In unaccustomed nostrils, 
home persons haw a saying, "Gorgon- 
zola U a cheese to swear by, Limbur- 
ger to swear at" From Holland come 
tbo Ivluin uisl tbs pineapple, both mude 
In cleanly manner and very popular. 
It Is written in history thnt the Dutch 
used tbelr round, cannon boll like 
Edam chesses to shoot out of their enn- 
imiii when the Swedes were besieging 
Ammonium.— Philadelphia North Amer- 
ica u.
